Proceeds from this sale
generated over $400,000 for our youth with champion animals and this helped to fund 37 scholarships for Mississipp youth in
the amount of $58,500.

This year will be different as we will not be joined by long-time professional rodeo clown, Lecile Harris, who passed away after
completing the last performance of the 2020 Dixie National. Lecile was a staple of the Dixie National for more than 40 years and
will be honored during a portion of the Rodeo performance. We will forever remember the joy he brought us with his humor and
easygoing candor.

We are truly grateful to our loyal sponsors who give us the support to provide first-rate entertainment and professional rodeo talent
every year. It is inspiring to see how this event has grown over the years into the finest and largest rodeo east of the Mississippi River,
and we are proud to continue that tradition this year.
